BLANK TRANSFERS AND THE RE- 
GISTRATION OF JOINT STOCK 
COMPANIES. 

ThoN.-C. D. Ners, in its issue of the 
23rd instant, has the following pertinent 
remarks on the practice of signing blank 
share transfers, and its-consequent ev ls, 
and the necessity for tho proper registra. 
tion of all joint stock companies :—- 


The legal proceedings which sro threa- 
tened ugainst the past aud present share- 
holders in 9 local_-company are greatly 
exercising tho minds of many porsons. 
What is happening in tho!’ case may. occur 
to many who hold or have held shares in 
any of the unlimited companies in Shang- 
hai which fall into .difficalties. - Creditors 
require to be paid, and are ‘perfectly 
justified in sceking to rejver thoir moneya 
from all upon whom the law gives ther a 
claim, We'believe theroare tuany persons 
who, having sold thoir shares somy time 
ago, granting blank trnefers, and not 
trouvling themselves to ico that any trans- 
fer of the.shure was mado from their name 
in tho books of the company, now find 
themedyes not better of. than the share- 
holduts wlio held their shares to the -last. 
‘Tine whole matter ig notof uny ‘great con- 
sequence, and at the worat little 
harm can’ be done. Buta naturil 
feeling of uiousiness in. regard to an- 
limited companies has atisen, People who 
siguod blank transfers for tho shares they 
suld in these, have: been inquiring if their 
names have buen romored from the Ro- 
giators of Shareholders. -And it would be 
well if. the present uncasiness resulted in 
an end boing put to the practice of signing 
blank transfers, which is so general in 
Shanghai. The svller who gives these has 
no svurity whatever thit the shares he hap 
sold willbe transferred to another namo. 
He way for months continue responsi blo 
for the debts of a company in which he haa 
ceased to have any pecuniary interest, Ho 
aves not think of offering any opposition to 
the policy of Directors though he may dis. 
approre of it, becaus he has sold his 
shar, and tukes it for granted that they
